WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Sixty- 


second Congress, called by President 
Taft in extraordinary session to con- 
sider the reciprocity agreement with 
Canada, got under way today. | 
The Republicans retain scant control 
. of the Senate. The House passed into 
the hands of the Democrats for the 
first time in 16 years and Champ Clark 
of Missouri was elected Speaker. He 
received 217 votes to 131 cast for James 
le Matiy ef, Djinois, the Republican 
nominee. 

The insurgent Republicans of the 
House, in their votes for Speaker, indi- 


cated they intended to maintain a sep- 
arate working organization. Fifteen of 
them voted for Representative Cooper 
of Wisconsin. Representatives Norris 
of Nebraska, and Madison of Kansas, 
however, temporarily deserted and voted 
with the regular Republicans for Mann. 
Theron Akin, the independent Demo- 
erat of New York, also voted for Cooper. | 


Berger Declines to Vote. 
Victor lL. Berger of Wisconsin, the 


only Socialist in the House, declined 
-tawote. - 

The interest of opening day centered 

almost entirely in ‘the House and the 
routine proceedings of the Senate were 
all but forgotten. The re-elected and 
new senators were sworn in under the 
old regime and then a recess was ord- 
ered to await the organization of the 
‘House and the report’ of a committee 
appointed to wait on the President. 
After reconvening the Senate immedi- 
ately adjourned unt!l tomorrow. 
” Representative McCall of Massachu- 
setts, who introduced the bill at the last 
session of Congress <o carry the reci- 
procity agreement into cffect, re-intro- 
duced his measure today and it was re- 
ferred to the Democratic Committee ou 
Ways and Means, where it will be side- 
tracked for a similar measure, but of 
Democratic origin. 

The new Speaker, in assuming office 
in the House, made an address in which 
he elaborated the iegislative progran: al- 
ready outlined = ly the Democratic 
calcus.

As he was about.to start downtown 
in his automobile’ Tuesday Boehmer 
received a telephone message that the 
regular weigher at one of the company’ s 
yards was ill. :

They were on their 
way to the yards when the accident 
happened. The auto was going across 
the tracks at good speed when struck. 

Motorman William Schlick says that 
he rang his gong almost Continuously 
because of the fog. Boehmer told the 
police that because of the smoke he 
Gid not see the car until it was too late 
to avoid a collision. 

The touring car was struek on the 
side on which Boehmer sat. Both men 
were hurled into the air, Bock’s head 


curbstone. 

The damage to the automobile is es- 
timated at $260. At the sanitarium Bock 
said he did not hear the street car gong.

As he stepped 
through the door into the room where 
the heirs were he tripped over a foot- 
stool and fell and broke the record into 
so many pieces that it was impossible 
to get it to say a word,

After brisk voting in the early hours 
of Tuesday's élection in’ St. Louis there 
was. a marked ®Alling off-in the nim- 
ber of ballots cast toward noon, ex- 
cept in the factory districts and some 
of the so-called river wards. 

The polls will close at 7 p. m. 

The election was extremely quiet, and 
there were few reports of irregularities. 

Basing his prophecy on reports of the 
first hour’s voting in 40 scattering pre- 
cincts, Henry Kortjohn Jr., President 
of the Board of Election Commission- 
rs, at 9:30 a. m. estimated that the 
total vote will be 125,736, . 

The 40 precincts which reported 
showed an average of 24 votes cast in 
each precinct between 6 a. m. and 7 
a m. 

Beedle Says 90,000. 

Horace G. Beedle, secretary of the 
board, made a smaller estimate than 
Kortjohn. He had reports from 30 pre- 
cincts showing an average of 23 votes 
in the first hour. On this basis he pre- 
dicted that the total vote will be 90,000. 
He said he ~.lieved the rain would cause 
many voters to stay away from the 
polls in the West End wards. 

The vote in 1907, when, as today, only 
councilmen and delegates“and School 
Board members were chosen, was 80,800. 
Keedle estimates that the .number of 
voters has increased 10 per cent since 
then. 

Voting was not lively in the Seven- 
teenth Ward, where Dr. R. A. Walker is 
a candidate for the House of Delegates, 
against Alexander Forster. whose elec- 
tion was advised by the Municipal 
Voters’ League. 

At 10:30 a. m. 
precincts of this ward was: First, 27 
out of 147 registered voters; Second, 34 
out of 237; Third, 42 out of 254: Fourth, 
20 out of 215; Tenth, 32 out of 235. 

In the Sixteenth Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward, 38 votes of the 252 registered had 
been cast at 10:30. 

Both Parties Hopeful, 

Republican leaders Tuesday were con- 
fidently predicting that their entire 


least 12,000 plurality, and that the nex. 
House of Delegates would be Renub- 
lican. 

Democrats contended that they had a 
good chance to elect their Council tick- 
et on the heavy vote wWTich they ex- 
pected to draw in the West End. They 
were especially confident of defeating 
Edward J. Paule, because of factional 
Republican dissensions in South St.

The only precinct of the Sixth Ward 
in which the Democrats had a majority 
at that hour was the Thirteenth, where 
27 Democratic and- 21 Republican votes 
had been cast.

Mayor Takes-No Action. 


Mayor Kreismann took no action on

He gave a statement to the Globe-

the bills which required careful scruti- 
ny on his part from the routine bills.

Wiese sald his health had broken 
down under the continual nagging to 
which the members of his family had 
Subjected him. Judges Caulfield and 
Nortoni of the Court of Appeals up- 
held Judge Taylor. In a _ dissenting 
Opinion, Judge Reynolds says: 

“As I view this case, it has for its 
foundation a desire under the guise of 
a prosecution to force this old man to 
do something the law‘ does not require 
him to do, viz.: to: divide the proceeds 
from the sale of his farm with his fam- 
ily—all of the latter adult.”’

“Sindbad the Sailér’” Returns 
Voluntarily, After Being Set 
at Liberty. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ST. PAUL, Minn., April 4—Love for 


his little garden behind prison walls, 
where he vied with Luther Burbank in 
raising strange cross-breeds of fruit and 
vegetables, has impelled Charles Par- 


sons, otherwise known as “‘Sindbad, the 
sailor,” to return voluntarily to the 
Minnesota penal institution at  Still- 
water. 

The aged man has been out of prison 
on parole since Aug. 1, 1910, when he 
was pardoned conditionally for a mur- 
der committed in 1890. He had wean so 
long in confinement that ne hardly 
knew what to do when he was set free; 
and after eight months of freedom his 
garden and the simple life of a convict 
won;him back to the barred‘ inclosure. 
He originally was sent up for life: now 
he probably will stay there until he 
dies. 

“Sindbad” was pardoned soon after 
the release of “John Carter,’ the prison 
poet, whose verses won him.fame. It 
was said that “Sindbad’’ was born in 
Ohio, and ran away from there when 
he was 16 years old. -He sailed the 
Seven Seas for many years, having 
many adventures. In December, 189, 
after he had settled down as a lands- 
man, he killed a coal' heaver in the rail- 
road yards at North St. Paul in a quar- 
rel. Under the name of Charles Price 
he was convicted of murder in the sec- 
ond degree. 

Parsons had been fond of flowers in 
boyhood, and at the prison he was al- 
lowed to attend the warden’s garden. 
He developed skill in grading and cross- 
breeding plants and flowers. One of 
his creatidns was a sort of lemon, which 
weighed 48 ounces. It was a combina- 
tion of lemon and grape fruit. He also 
rroduced many other freaks of vegeta- 
tion, and his fame spread over the 
State. Gardeners and horticulturists 
came from far and near to observe his 
methods. He gave almost daily demon- 
strations. He raised giant squashes by 
feeding them with milk through a tube.

BANK PRESIDENT, 
DIES SUDDE 


Head of the Lafayette Institu- 
tion Falls Dead While in 
His Home. 


HEART DISEASE, CAUSE 


He Was Dressing at the Time—

Peter J. Doerr, president of the La- 
fayette Bank, at HKroadway and Mer- 
chant street, died. suddenly from. heart 
disease at his home, 1834 Victor street, 
at 8:30 a. m. Tuesday. He was 62 years 
old. 

His death occurred while he was dress- 
ing in his bedroom. He was partially 
dressed, when he was stricken and fell 
to the floor. 
bers of the family reached his side. 
and lived here:all his life. He was 
one of the organizers of the Lafayette 
Bank in 1876, and had been successively 
eee vice-president and president. 

He was elected president of the bank 
about a year ago, following the sud- 
den death of former Mayor Henry Zie- 
genhein, who had been president of the 
bank for many years. 

He leaves three daughters, Misses 
Anna and Matilda Doerr and Mrs. B. 
G. Brinkman. The funeral arrange- 
ments have not been made, 

Deerr was born in St. Louis at Sixth 
and Hickory streets and had lived in 
this city all his life. He attended SS. 
Peter and Paul’s parochial school when 
it was located at Eighth and Olive 
streets. 

He was fond of telling stories of the 
old days of St. Louis. He often enter- 
tained his friends by telling of the rab- 
bit hunts he had in former years on the 
prairies and in the woods where beauti- 
ful West End residences now stand. He 
also enjoyed telling of his visits: to the 
slave mart, .where he sat for hours 
watching slaves sold at auction from 
the courthouse steps. 

During the war, Doerr, who was then 
a boy, made cartridges for the Union 
soldiers at the old arsenal at the foot 
of Arsenal street. He proudly said 
that his cartridges never missed fire, 
and were of superior quality, In his 
boyhood, he found pleasure on the levee 
looking at the oncoming and outgoing 
steamboats, 

At the time of his death, Doerr was 
president of the Paragould Trust Co. of 
Paragould, Ark., in addition to being 
president of the Lafayette Bank. He 
once was a director in the Laclede Gas 
Light Co.

SECOND ARREST 
FOR PADDING 
WATER PAYROLL 


William J. Sheehy, Timekeeper, 
Denies Knowledge of Dum- 
mies on List. 


The second arrest on charges of pad- 
ding payrolls, following Comptroller 
Taussig’s inquiry into the City Water 
Depar‘ment, was that of William J. 
Sheehy, 32 years old. Sheehy is time 
keeper of the city waterworks at the 
Chain of Rocks.’ He is charged with 
diverting funds amounting to $600 by 
keeping dummy employes on the pay- 
rolls. 

Last week Peter McGauley, foreman 
at the Chain or Rocks, was arrested 
charged with padding the payrolls at 
the waterworks plant by keeping 4 
teamster on the rolls two months after 
he had quit work. It is charged that 
MeGauley instructed the timekeeper tc 
sign the payroll when the paymaster 
came to the Chain of Rocks and turn 
the teamster’s money over to him. Mc- 
Gauley is now out on bond. 

Sheehy, when questioned by city of- 
{icials, denied that he knew of the pad- 
ding of payrolls tn his department. He 
was Called to the city hall again Mon- 
day and questioned by Comptroller 
Taussig and was arrested in Taussig’s 
office. 

Sheehy has been employed by the city 
five years. He refused to make a state- 
ment at Central District Police Head- 
quirters after his arrest. H@ was later 
released on $1500 bond signed by J. P. 
Collins and Jefferson Caspar.

SIMPLICITY ITS KEYNOTE 


Forbes-Robertson Plays Its One 
Symbolic Role With Over- 
whelming Tenderness. : 


By RIPLEXY D. SAUNDERS. 

NTO the miserably petty human hell 
| of stunted and defermed souls cast 

together in a squalid London board- 
ing house of mock gentility there came 
Monday night on the Garrick stage the 
better self of each of these poor souls 
and gently taught them the rightful way 
of life’s living. 

Forbes-Robertson, gaunt and gray, 
playing with a great and truthful ten- 
derness, appeared as the visible em- 
bodiment of this spiritual influence, 
known as The Passer-By, making no 
claim to divinity beyond the divine na- 
ture of that nobler impulse which is 
vital under the meanness-of every moth- 
er’s son and daughter of us all, precise- 
ly as we saw it brought into its best 
and most vital beneficence Monday 
night. 

But, with all its gentleness, and what 
at times seemed its dreamful foolish- 
ness of confidence in the good of human 
nature, this figure of The Passer-By 
was a very startling figure. Somehow, 
and strangely, even causing a certain 
resentment in our gullty thought, it ac- 
cused us of attempted murder, of a very 
terrible willingness to slay the only part 
of our being which lifts us above crea- 
tion’s brute beasts in the scheme of 
things as they are. 

For it must be confessed that the 
mean little community in the cheap Lon- 
don boarding house where The Passer- 
By became visible was in itself an in- 
tentional and very shrewd representa- 
tion of humanity in the mass, indicting 
all of us for the sins of its commissien 
and compelling every soul in the audi- 
ence to pass condemnatory judgment 
upon itself. This is anything but a 
pleasant experience, complacent sinners 
that we are. It is a daring playwright 
and a daring player indeed who thus 
venture to hold the mirror up to nature 
and ask a whole playhouse full. of self- 
satisfied folk to behold how gnarled 
and misshapen they have made them- 
selves through a vicious defacing of that 
original image of the good God in which 
they were born. é 


Nevertheless, this was precisely what 
Playwright Jerome and Player Forbes- 
Robertson did at the Garrick on Mon- 
day night, and, contradictory thpugh 
it may seem, this is precisely why their 
doing ef it held the audience gripped in 
a dumb and  0~obreathless absorption. 
Something of the element of horror was 
in the experience, a self-repulsion that 
made the soul cry out in terror, as it 
were, a confession and a plea for mercy, 
a receil from ugliness made poignantly 
shuddering because the ugliness was our 
own. 


It would have been a very dreadful 
thing if, after the manner of short- 
sighted realists of another “modern” 
school, this soul-deformity of ours had 
been exhibited with a teaching only of 
the hopelessness of a humanity to which 


}such soul-marring 1s possible. ,Happily, 


however, the author of “The Passthg 
of the Third Floor Back” sees farther 
and more clearly than this, and is not 
afraid to reveal to us the simple and 
splendidly truthful ‘vision of his Seeing. 

It is here, according to the cynicism 
of that other school of which I have 
just spoken, that this new play of 
Jerome K. Jerome’s writing becomes 
futile and puerile. It “descends” to 
the absurd preachment of redemption 
and the upliftment of the soul to bet- 
ter things, no matter how low-and ob- 
scene the depths to which it may have 
sunk through the down“dragging of 
such fatalistic factors as heredity and 
environment grim allies of that eternal 
devil-prompting which urges humanity 
itself to accomplish its own undoing. 
Out upon such teaching,-cry the disci- 
ples of the pessimist school—its mes- 
sage is for fools and children! 


Yet I venture to Say that not one of 


‘}us at the Garrick denied the plausible 


showing of the later moments’ in 
Monday night's play. To precisely 
the same extent that the gentle Passer- 
By of Forbes-Robertson’s playing 
touched and illumined the darker lives 
of the stage folk of its meeting, com- 
pelling their Better Self to claim domi- 
nance over their Worser, so, too, did it 
touch and illumine our own, and with 
the same majestic result, the redeem- 
ing of the good and the—at least mo- 
mentary—condemnation and slaying of 
the evil. 


It was a very joyous message then de- 
livered, and a very truthful, one con- 
fessed in one’s own heart of hearts—all 


that is necessary to the open and perm- 


anent beneficence* of its teaching be- 
ing the courage to put ‘the teaching into 
daily practice. The last curtain of “The 
Passing of the Third Floor Back” de- 
scended upon a very sane and a very 
happy group of human beings. The great 
sky-curtain of every night of every 
day’s living in this real world of ours 
would fall upon just such a scene if only 
we were brave enough to hold stead- 
fast the Truth of our Better Self’s tell- 
ing. ‘ 

It is a very noble play nobly played, 
this that St. Louls saw for the first 
time on Monday evening at the Garrick.

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HUMAN INTEREST 
NOTEIN MACBETH 


Remarkable Performance of 
Shakspearean Play Given at 
Shubert. 


T the close of the second scene of 
the third act of ‘‘Macbeth” at the 
Shubert Theater Monday evening, 

when Lady Macbeth, with the womanly 
tenderness of a Juliet or a Viola, 
calmed the spirits of the blood-steeped 
Macbeth with, ‘“‘You lack the season of 
all natures, sleep,” we saw the con- 
summation of a new Shakspearean char- 
acter. ; 

With the blood of Duncan upon their 
hands, and the ghost of Banquo push- 
ing them from their stools, the human 
passion was so strong in them that they 
won sympathy in their loves for each 
Other,. though their barbaric thirst for 
honors condemned them as fiends incar- 
nate, and even though Macbeth did 
think they were “but young in.deed.”’ 

This note of human tenderness was 
first manifest in Lady Macbeth’s read- 
ing of the letter of Macbeth, wherein he 
hinted at greatness in store for them. 
‘Here was a charming Lady Macbeth— 
a lady of smiles and sunshine—reading 
a letter of love from a husband return- 
ing with new honors, heaped upon him 
and with a prophecy of more to follow. 
There was at first love in the woman's 
tone, then ambition seized her., Mac- 
beth, the strong, must be made weak 
by a woman’s pleading, and his great 
love for her. He would be great for 
her; she would have him great for 
greatness’ sake. He must catch the 
nearest way. ‘“‘Duncan comes here to- 
night,”’ is the death knell of love and 
the ringing in of blood and royal mur- 
der. But even with blood upon blood 
and treason upon treason, the spark of 
love and hope is so strong in Macbeth 
that he never surrenders to fate until 
he hears the cry “The Queen, my lord, 
is dead,’’ and then his “‘tomorrow and 
tomorrow’ speech was really his fare- 
well to hope, to greatness and to am- 
bition. From that time to the close of 
the play Macbeth is only a ranting, 
flery fiend, rushing on to inevitable dis- 
truction. 

To me the play ended last night with 
the death of the Queen. Untfl then it 
had been a new ‘“‘Macbeth,”’ a ‘“Mac- 
beth” in which Sothern and Miss Mar- 
lowe shared equal honors. I have seen 
Macbeths who roared as if they would 
scare the ghosts away—I have seen 
Lady Macbeths who almost killed with 
their words or with their. eyes—but nev- 
er until last night did I see a Macbeth 
or a Lady Macbeth who seemed to kill 
for anything but the leve of kill- 
ing and their love of self. 

But in this ‘“‘Macbeth” these inhuman 
monsters still have a touch of pity. 
Even to the last moment “the milk of 
human kindness” is still In the nature 
of the blood-stained ‘‘Macbeth.”’.

The Mrs. Dore who testified yesterday 
is dark and of sallow countenance, with 
a profusion of gray hair. She wore a 
black fur coat and a brown ostrich- 
feathered hat.

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Widow of a Soldier. 

She gave her age as 68, and described 
herself as “‘Mrs. E. L. Davies, some- 
time known as Dore, ’* widow of George 
Davies, who was a Union soldier in 
the Civil War and was killed in the 
Battle of the Wilderness.

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THE TEST OF DEMOCRACY. 

The Democrats today assume control of the 
House of Representatives for the first time in 16 
years. While their great work is yet before them, 
it is pleasing to note the fact that already they 


00 | have manifested a purpose to respect their pledges 


and their duties. 

In recent appeals to the people they have as- 
sailed One-Man Power in the House as expressed 
in the dictatorship of the Speaker. Clothed now 
with authority, they have sharply emancipated 
Congress from a tyranny which had become un- 
bearable. There is to be no Caesar ‘in this body. 
Arrogance in the chair is no longer to legislate 
by fiat or to defeat representative Government by 
the rule of the gavel. 

In many campaigns Democrats have protested |. 
against extravagance. One of the first acts of 
the new majority in caucus was to abolish six 
unnecessary committees. In the case of the 
Speakership arbitrary power was renounced. In 
the case of the committees patronage and’ spoils 
were rejected. This is a good beginning. 

With equal attention to propriety and reason, 
the program for the extra session ag agreed upon 
by the Democratic members exhibits courage and 
wisdom of a high order. While reciprocity with 
Canada is boldly made a party issue, it is properly 
supplemerted by the policy of “general tariff 
legislation.” Other measures to be forwarded are 
the popular election of Senators, ‘the true pub- 
licity of campaign contributions, the admission of 
New Mexico and Arizona and various inquiries 
into the conduct of the executive departments. 

A session of Congress, either regular or special, 
which failed to consider these matters would be 
a mockery. The questions to which the Democrats 
will address themselves have been passed upon by 
the people. Their judgment is known. Nothing 
but indifference or treachery can be urged in be- 
half of non-action or counteraction. 

In only one respect is this program open to 
misapprehension. “General tariff legislation” is 
a wide and loose expression. .If it means only 
the instant correction of the rampant injustices 
of the present plutocratic system it is feasibfe and 
highly important. If ft foreshadows a general 
revision, it will probably lead only to failure. The 
Senate is Republican. The President is Repub- 
lican. To untax food and clothing may appeal to 
them. They are certain to resist a much more 
extensive plan of reform. 

Statesmanship takes account, not only of rights 
and duties, but of possibilities. The character and 
utterances of Mr. Taft and the conditions existing 
in the Senate are peculiarly favorable to the most 
pressing demands for tax reform. These are 
facts of which Democrats in wisdom and moder- 
ation: should take advantage. 

Most of these taxes upon food and clothing are 
war taxes long sufféred by the people for the pro- 
fit only of combinations and monopolists. — If 
they can be repealed at this session by the votes 
of‘Democrats and Republicans, there will be glory 
enough for all. e

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THE BEST MUNICIPAL SERVIOE. 

If the local Democrats had accepted the coun- 
sel] of the Post-Dispatch, and reorganized their 
party for public service, there would be little 
doubt of the result of today’s election. The Re- 
publican party has forfeited public confidence in 
large measure. It has shown an inclination to 
serve special interests at a sacrifice of public in- 
terests. It has placed spoils above the interest of 
the people.

The last of the Roosevelt Panama 
libel proceedings againstAhe World and 
the Indianapolis News came to an in- 
glorious end yesterday when the Dis- 
trict of Columbia indictments were dis- 
missed at’the request of the Department 
of Justice itself. These were the orig- 
inal lese majesty cases in which Mr. 
Roosevelt and his Attorney-General as- 
serted the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to drag editors from every part 
of the country to Washington for trial 
for criminal libel, 

Nothing could better fllustrate the 
utter lawlessness of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration than the fate of all these 
proceedings. Judge Anderson’s decision 
ended the attempt to take: the editors: 
of the Indianapolis News to Washington 
for trial. The New York case against 
the World. was dismissed by Judge 
Hough. On the Government’s appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court the 
justices decided unanimously, in an 
opinion handed down by the Chief Jus- 
tice, that there wag no Federal juris- 
diction. - 

The Department of Justice has finally 
wiped off the slate, and nothing re- 
mains but the scandal itself, which in 
due course of time will receive the care- 
ful consideration of a congressidnal in- 
vestigating committee.

WASHINGTON, April 4. 

BOOKMAKER who used to be 
r A familiar figure on the big. tracks 

came. to Washington the other day 
to loaf a while and spend a little money. 
One afternoon he found himself on the 
Speedway watching the procession of 
folks in automobiles and carriages and 
cn horseback. Suddenly he stood up in 
his machine, Hfted his hat and bowed 
low to a pretty girl on a big, clean- 
limbed horse cantering by. 

“By God!” he cried, “if there. ain't 
Roseben!”’ 

And it was. For old Roseben, the “big 
train,’’ famed weight-carrier, and one 
of the most popular horses that ever 
raced on an American track, is now the 
jregular saddlq mount of Miss Wads- 
worth, the daughter of former Repre- 
sentative James W. Wadsworth and a 
sigter of the former Speaker of the New 
York Assembly, who lives in Washing- 
ton. 

Roseben was taken off the tracks in 
11909 after winning 44 races and $60,000 in 
first money -in six years, besides break- 
ing several records for the sprint dis- 
tances and demonstrating his ability to 
finish in front despite the most crushing 
imposts devised by the official handi- 
capper. 

Retired fo Life of Ease. 

Finally, when his legs went bad and 
it became apparent that his racing days 
were over, his owner, Davy Johnson, 
gave him to Mr. Wadsworth, knowing 
that he would take the best of care of 
the old racer. Mr. Wadsworth gave 
toseben to his daughter, who soon 
found out that the racehorse was as 
gentle as a child and made an ideal 
woman’s mount. His legs were too bad 
for racing, but plenty good enough for 
light work. 


The only trouble Miss Wadsworth has 


At. Roseben is in keeping him down 


n:earth when two or three horses in 
his vicinity. are indulging in a brush. 
Once he did get the bit in his teeth 
when two cavalrymen from Fort Myer 
on Government mounts breezed by him. 
He lit out, and in about eight minutes 
those cavalry chargers were hull down 
in the distance. 

“Lady,” said one of the soldiers to 
Miss Wadsworth after she had fought 
Roseben to a standstill and the cav- 
alrymen had puffed up to her, “is that 
a regular horse you are on?” 

‘‘No,”” Miss Wadsworth replied with a 
smile, “this is the famous Roseben.”’ 

“I thought it-was something — like 
that,”’ said the soldier, “because he went 
more like an automobile than any four- 
legged animal I ever saw.’’ 

But Roseben isn’t often permitted to 
indulge in sprints. As Miss Wadsworth 
says, he has ‘a few bad legs’’ and it 
doesn’t do him any good to get his head 
loose and stretch his wonderful muscles 
in old-time style. 

“Big Train’s” Great Career. 

Roseben, whom the frack regulars 
nearly all called ‘“‘the big train,” is a 
son of Ben Strome and Roseleaf. He 
began his racing career as a 2-year-old 
under the colors of the Chicago million- 
aire, John A. Drake, but his first es- 
says on the turf were not successful. 
It was not until Roseben had turned 
three years that he began to show his 
real quality. That was in 1904. 

Roseben won his greatest fame in 1906, 
when he captured $26,250 first money in 
10 races, taking the Carter, the Sterling, 
the Excelsior, the Fall Handicap and 
the Flight stakes. Seven races and $10,- 
760 went to him in 1907. His star began 
a wane in 1908, when he was 7 years 
old.

ST. LOUIS HOLDS 
TRULY AMATEUR 


Neither. Purses Nor Entrance 
Fees Known at Gentlemen’s 
Driving Club Matinees. 


The North St. Louis Gentlemen’s Driv- 
ing and Riding Club has raised money 
to build a new grand stand, which mem- 
bers hope to have finished for the club’s 
first matinee of the season, to be held 
on the half-mile track in Waterworks 


in May. The stand will seat several 
hundred persons. A new fence is to be 
built around the entire track, a new 
timing stand erected and other improve- 
ments will be made. 

The usual merchandise prizes..will be 
awarded. The club is strictly an ama- 
teur organization and the prizes for the 
weekly matinees held every Sunday aft- 
ernoork, weather permitting, are donated 
by North St. Louis merchants. . 

There have been a number of changes 
in the membership. Just at present the 
club has about fifty members in good 
standing; but before the season opens, 
it is expected that this list will be in- 
creased. The officers of the club are 
Theodore Alvers, president; Louis Spell- 
brink, vicé-president; William Egan, 
secretary, and Louis Peterson, treasurer. 

Club Is Seven Years Old. 

The club has been in existence since 
the World’s Fair, when the gentlemen’s 
driving club in Forest Park had to be 
abandoned to make way for the fair. 
The North Side club started out mod- 
estly, with a one-quarter mile track; but 
this was later increased to a one-half 
mile circle. Being in a public park, no 
admission fee can be charged. Some 
very good trotters are raced on the 
tracks. At times the members privately 
make wagers between themselves;, but 
nobody knows of it.
